court to clarify the judgment entered on May 8. 1998 and not allow the City and its 

contra.otors to enter the defendants~ property again lo~ted at 1701 Pennsylvania Avenue, 

Bremerton, Washington to crushed and destroy and remove the items froni the Scskos' 

PeunsyJvania Avenue. waterfront Property. 

STATEMENT OF f.ACTS. 

The Pennsylvania A venue Prope,:ty is located :in City of Breme1ton as listed one 

of the number one hazardous sites from the State's Department of Ecology, this propw.ty 

combine with the Penn Plaza self storage yard llsed to be the Bremerton old gas facility 

and City of Bremerton Dump site. (Exhibit-) A newspaper clipping) 

Property Zoned Business Park and City of Bremerton t

Page 3 .. 7 clearly stated it is zoned Urban Industrial 

It's½ acres about lno of the entire Penn Pla~ Storage Yard. (Exhibit-2 location map) 
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June 13; 97 City filed a nuisance action against Sesko without follow.ing the 

proper appeal procedure. ( Exhibit 3- D'111 Pratt 2/11/97 letter) 

On February 11 th 97. The director of Community Development said~ have no 

right of appeal to the Cease and Desist order which was upheld by the planning 

Cotnmission and must vacate our property in 14 days, His statement totally violated 

RCW 90.58.180.) (The Shoreline Master Program Administration and Enforcement 011e 

page 7-7 line 1-3.) 

On Mays. 1998 th.is eourt entered a judgment detenui11iag that the Defendant1s 

property is a nuisance per se and granted City of Bremerton to a mandatory iajuncrion 

requiring the abatement of the nuisance on the Property 10(:ated at 1701 Pennsylvania 

Avenue. 

Sesko appealed the Judgment to the Court of Appeals on June 25m 1998, where 

the case was consolidated with AtsenaJ Property on Jw1e 13rJ11999. 

On February 25, 2000 Court of appeal published opinion im.d clearly stated 'The 

01·den of iJJjunetin relief do not prevent usts fo.- Busine$S purposes. Tbey ooly 

require the removal of JUDk on the sites . ., 

Sesko followed the Shoreline Master Program Shoreline use/ Activity matrix table keep 

the items that allows o.n the property. Which are: Archeological and historic: resources, 

Signs: on premises. Mari.oa, Recreational, Residential Roads, Railways and Bridges, 

Utilities, Water Access and Moorage: Boat launch Ramps. Marine Railways, Mooring 

Buoys. piers & Docks, Recreational floats. Bulkheads, Seawalls, Clearing, Grading & 

Drilinage, last and lest Revetments are also permitted.

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corporation. The result as City Council stated the whole case is in the coun, it is not a 

matter for the City Co1mciJ. Another words they aro not interested in working anything 

with us.(Attached 6. City Council CoJ·aJ Ai-ends's letter) 

Oo June 19tt, 2001 The City of Bremerton declared all our vehicles as junk 

vehicle-s including one of our customer Darrell Hatta his ten vehicles, we suggested he 

park them on property tl1at we were renting foom Paul McConkoy (Penn Plaza storage 

yard) on Thompson Drive around early 1985 (Attached 7-Letter from Mr. Darrell 

Haua.) 

On September 21,2001 lener Ms. Jane Kaler stated City of BremeitQn hJl'fJd 

Parametrbc to draft the contract for the abatement action. And the estimate the abatement 

action on Pennsylvania property will cost between $115,000 to $160,000 . 

In stead of wo:rking with Sesko to defined what is junk what is not junk, City refused to 

talk with Sesko and sold Sesko,s all the business products on both pieces properties for 

only $45.000 to Buokley Recycling Inc and accepted the Buckley Recycling $158,000 

job bid for $1511000. (Jane Kaler October 26, 2001 letter.), 

The list of the ln-ventory in Sesko Peawsylvania Avenue thftt Cjty of 

Bremerton conducted on 29 May 1001 was incorrect. (E:1.bibit•S)Pennsylvania 

A venue property is very small less than ½ acres pieces land half of them in the strip with 

45 degree down to tho water c;an not park nl.ore than eight vehicle!l on the upper Jami. 

The list of Cars, Miuvans, SUV'&, Pickups. Heavy Equipment and other Equipment/itesns 

are total sixty five items. Are located on Thompson Drive own by Paul McConkey's 

(PeunPlaza. storage) his tenants. City can not defined which items belong to Sesko which 

itctni are not. They just list everything as Sesko's inventory and sold to Buc..kley Recycle. 

None of the order listed on May 18, 1998 ordered the City of Bremerton to rie.Jl 

Sesko'$ pl'operty that sto1·ed in Pennsylvania Avenue, th& court only issue the City the 

authorization of Dece$Sat)' permits to remove h. 

December 3"' 2001, Sesko :tiled the appeal on November 2, 2001, November 16, 

2001. and Nawimber 30, 2001 orders to the court of appeal.

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L~ner dated on December 6, 200 l letter Ms Jiu1et Lunceford stated that she is 

aware tlte appeal and wm still enter the Arsenal Prupexty to c::ommc.nce the abatement. 

On December 17, 2001 City commencing the abatement. they never finished the 

oleaning proc.ess left all the deb1·is of steel metal, buckets of oil, grease on the open 

ground, plastic fiber, broken glasses, partial oontaminated air conditioners parts all over 

the yard also crushed my storage cabin left all the paints in the front of dance hall. 

On January 23rd, 2002 the contractor entered the Pennsylvania Avenue property 

'Ibey crushed our modular office building, one btis, hauled away our antique truck, 

hydalulic picker. C~hed some of the concrete floats, eut up OllI' logs and hauled it away. 

, the contract said they have the permission from Ms. Lunceford to haul all the steel, irou1 

alumimun. brass material to dump inside o'lll Arsenal way property for later delivery, 

they dumped two more loads on January 30111, 2002 and b!luled it away two weeks later. 

(Attached Photograph-Contractor act;on caught on photo.) 

Again On May 18, 1998 Judgment, Cowt did not ordered the City of Bremerton. 

to allowed the contractor to crush or destroy any of Se&ko'a propeJty. 

During the courses of abatement Sesko did moved three items to from Pennsylvania 

Avenue to Penn Plaza storage yard to prevent the contractors to ernshed it. 

After the City caused Paul McConkey to evict us ftom his properly we only 

moved back a few items that we are using it or refirbishin.g. l0x 10 with mounted crane 

S0''s, hltemational single axle cabover, no bed 60's and GMC single axle cargo 70's for 

busines& use, it is allowed to be used in the business zone. 

(Attached ~pictures of items City listed as our invB11tory needs to be removed belong to 

the Penn Plaza self storage yard other tenant, is allowed to stay after Paul Mcconkey 

evict the Seskos from the Penn Plaza Thompson Drive) 

On February 8th, 2002, City of Bremerton posted a Cease md Desist Order 

on Paul & Margaret Mcconkey property located at end of the Thoinpson Avenue. 

(Attached the cease and desist order)~ 

We filed an appeal to City ofDrcm1erton request justification. On March 1,2002, 

James Swanson sign hiB name for Chris Hugo, stated that City of Bremerton is reiund the 

$132 appeal ree, and our lease oftbe property will terminate on April 1, 20oz, and. the 
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Jegal owner does not i;upport the appeal. Se~ku*s appeal denied because we are nei1her 

property owner nor lessor.

All the tenant s that owned the items on the property list can keep their boat, truck 

machinery and cvetything else in5ide the Penn Plaza storage yard. but Sesko's~ Sesko is 

not allow to keep any object in his ClWn 

On February 7 2002, The Co\ltt of Appeal granted the appeal of the November 2, 

16 and 30 order. The City of Bremerton called the contractor off the Pennsylvania 

Avenue property few days later. 

Anument 

Sesko have never refused to clean up thefr property. After Court of Appeal ordM, Sesko 

get rid of all the {tems that he believe is junk. Only keep the items that for businc;ss use 

uncle[ the Business Park and Urban Industrial Zone. 

Majority of the products arc belong to other tenants whom are Paul McConkey's client. 

May 18 t J 998 judgement did not order City to sell or crush our property. City go out of 

yot1r order crushed our office, took our log&, antique car even left all the problem behind 

and not taking care of it. 

We only move back three items that Cjty did not destroy the first time, all the rest items 

that City elaim we brought it back was also inconect. 

. We did not violate any of the ZOllll\8 law nor violate tbe court of appeal orde,. 

The items we have in the property is not junk they all fit into the Zoning Code. We stored 

over forty vehicles hi Gorst and 100 plw: in Bel fare, we only kept items to use to develop 

new tYl)e products or to clean up the contaminated soil at Pennsylvania Avenue. 
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
